President von Hindenburg used to 
receive congratulatory messages and 
gifts by the basketful, but Herr 
Hitler’s came by the cartload. 
There were enough presents to 
furnish several homes, including val­

porcelains, 
rugs, 
pictures, 
bronzes silks, laces, clocks, sofa cush­ 
ions, carvings, curiosities, a cake 
weighing 170 pounds, several hun­
